THE PLATFOBM. 


The platform adopted reaffirms the 


principles declared by the St. Louis 
platfoim, endorses the "great admin- 
istration of William McXinley," and 
denounces the last democratic ad- 
ministration and the last democratic 
platform. The convention congratu- 
lates the party that the achievements 
of the army and navy in the war with 
Spain for the liberation of Cuba were 
accomplished under 
"the 
master 


guidance of a republican administra- 
tion." Continuing, the platform says: 
"To the same master guidance, con- 
trolled by the great principles that 
have shaped the high destiny of the 
republican party from Lincoln to Mc- 
Kinley, the people can safely commit 
the solution of the momentous prob- 
lem of the future of Cuba, Porto Bico 
and the Philippine Islands. Their 
wise solution will vastly increase our 
foreign trade, spread American civi- 
lization abroad and add to the honor 
and power and glory of this great 
nation."

The action of the Ohio legislature 


in passing an anti-trust law is com- 
mended and the platform says con- 
cerning trusts: "We denounce such 
unlawful combinations as inimical to 
the interests of the people.

San Francisco, June 2.—Brlgadier 


General Charles King, who returned 
home on the transport City of Puebla 
owing to ill-health, in an interview 
said:

Any defense of trusts based on the 


claim that trusts make commodities 
cheaper will convince no one that 
trusts are a good tiling. In some few 
instances, as in the case of refined pe- 
troleum, it is possible that monopoly 
has cheapened the commodity. But 
that is a matter that cannot be estab- 
lished, for the oil monopoly for a 
quarter of a century has has been ab- 
solute. 
This period 
includes the 


greatest development of the oil fields, 
of refining processes and distributive 
and transportation agencies. No one 
can say that oils would not be much 
cheaper with free competition. The 
same may be said of sugar. In the 
vast majority of cases where monop- 
olistic combinations control prices, 
however, quite the contrary has been 
true. Low prices, when established 
by a trust, are a means not an end. 
Cheapness is the weapon with which 
monopoly bludgeons its weaker ri- 
vals and destroys competition. 


But the real measure of cheapness 


is not the money that must bo paid 
for a thing. When cheaper oil, 
cheaper 
sugar, 
cheaper nails or 


cheaper necessities are had at the ad- 
ditional cost of a strangled competi- 
tive system, a stricken freedom of 
trade and a destroyed industrial in- 
dependence, then cheapness is condi- 
tioned on a system that cannot be af- 
forded at all. Trusts drive independ- 
ent manufactories and commercial 
establishments out of business. They 
close factories and stores They force 
the independent into competition for 
work with the already dependent. 
Thuy drive the employed into idle- 
ness. 


The principle of the trust is concen- 


tration of production and centraliza- 
tion of control. That makes produc- 
tion in all respects cheaper, profits in 
all respects larger and more stable, 
absolutism in all respects more cer- 
tain. The one law of the trust is: no 
competition, minimum cost of pro- 
duction, maximum price to the con 
sumer. That is two-thirds socialism. 
The law of socialism is: no competi- 
tion and minimum cost and price. 
The most implacable of the enemies 
of socialism are the 
trustmongers. 


They practice socialism in all but the 
distribution of its benefits. If there 
is to be socialism, let it be the real 
thing' in which all may share in coin- 
thing1 in which all may share in com- 
mon. 
But the people do not want so- 


cialism, not even the two-third vari- 
ety. 
Yet the defenders uf the trusts 


try to argue that the bastard social- 
ism of the trusts is a good thing.
